Each embodiment disclose^ in -;C^ 
this application includes both of the aforesaid structu^l"?^ <0 
features. Figures 1-4, 7-11 and 13-16 provide the optical "^o C< 


device 8 on the holder. In Figures 5-6 and 12, the optica^ ^ C0\ 

device 33 is configured for placement onto the eye. <C ^ 

Therefore, Applicants suggest the following set of species:^

1. Species A - as shown in Figures 1-4, 7-11 and 13-16, 
which species comprise a holder supporting a set of 
prisms, and at least one lens disposed between the 
holder and the eye; 

2. Species B - as shown in Figures 5-6 and 12, which 
species comprise a holder supporting a set of 
prisms, and an optical device configured for 
placement onto the eye; 

3. Species C - as shown in Figures 7-11 and 13, which 
species comprise a holder supporting a set of 
prisms, and two lenses separately disposed between 
the holder and the eye. 


Suggested Species C is included in the concept of 
Species A.
